rea. He attacked those supporting 
North Korea's aggressive course. 


In a policy speech before the 
UN general assembly, the Yugo- 
slav official declared that Premier 
Marshal Tito's government 
"con- 


eiders that the present policy of 
the government of North Korea 
does not serve the cause of the 
true independence and unity of 
the Korean people."

U. S. Income Gets 
Lead On Spending 
For First Time 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25—UP)— 
Heavy quarterly income tax ''pay- 
ments"tjn September; mostly from 
corporations, have put the govern- 
ment's receipts ahead of its spend- 
ing for the first time since this fis- 
cal year began July 1. 
The treasury reported today that 


as of Sept. 21, revenue topped ex- 
penditures by $269,219,454. 


Thas was a considerably better 
showing that a year ago when the 
government had a deficit of $1,889,- 
395,316 at this point. It e-ndcd thai 
fiscal year last June 30 in the red 
by $3,122,102,357. 
In the July 1, Sept. 21 period this 


year, the government took in 
$8,- 
116,725,653 compared to $7,868,310,- 
028 in the similar period last year. 
Outlays this year wore $7.847,506,199 
compared to $9,757,705,345 a year 
ago. 
Some officials say the 
govern- 
ment may end this fiscal year with 
a surplus despite the costs of the 
Korean fighting and rearmament 
program. 
Increased tax collections, pushed 


up by the Oct. 1 hike In tax rates 
and a lag in spending the new de- 
fense appropriations, are expected 
to contribute to othat result. 
British Leaders 
Map Program To 
Curb Red Spread 


LONDON, Sept. 25.—UP)—British 


commonwealth leaders tackled to- 
day a six-year development pro 
gram designed to 
throttle Com- 


munism in Southeast Asia by im- 
pioving conditions there. 


Hugh Gaitskell, minister of state 


for economic affairs, welcomed the 
delegations from Canada, Austra- 
ia, Ceylon, New Zealand, India and 
Pakistan for the week-long talks. 


"Our concern is the economic 
well-being of South and Southeast 
Asia," Gaitskell declared. He said 
the conference will follow up the 
work 
started 
at commonwealth 


meetings in Ceylon last January 
and in Sydney last May. 


"Our objective is to pass as 
quickly as possible from the plan- 
ning stage to the sphere of practi- 
cal results," he said.

Brannan Charges 
'Vicious Attacks' 
By Farm Bureau 


WASHINGTON. 
Sept. 25—</P>— 


Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
today charged the leadership of 
the American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation with making "untruthful and 
vicious" attacks on him in their 
fight over the Brannan farm plan. 


Misstated Position 


Brannan said in a letter to Fed- 


eration President Allan B. Kline 
that a spokesman and a publica- 
tion of the farm organization have 
Intentionally misstated his posi- 
tion with regard to reserves of 
farm crops. 


The letter was another round in 
a Brannan-Kllne feud that grew 
out of a Brannan prosopal last 
year to support prices of perish- 
able farm products by means of 
government payments. 


Under the Brannan plan, consum- 
er prices would be lower than un- 
der the present price support sys- 
tem In which the government buys 
and removes surplus perishables 
from the market. 


Kline has made many speeches 
bitterly 
opposing 
the 
Brannan 
plan. 


Brannan wrote that Kline's per- 


sonal spokesman, Roger Fleming, 
chief of the bureau's Washington 
office, said in a speech at Colum- 
bia, Tcnn., Aug. 1. that the Braiv 
nan plan would have /'dissipated 
the reserves of corn, "cotton and 
wheat and other storables." 


Administration Attack 


Brannan 
said this statement— 


which he repeated as "wholly un- 
true and a disservice to formers— 
was repeated in a farm bureau 
publication. 


"It is an attack designed to use 


the Korean situation as a means 
of destroying the confidence of all 
groups of Americans, 
not 
jusi 


farmers, in the present adminis- 
tration of farm 
programs." 


Brannan said no one has been 


more aggressive than himself, in 
advocating high production levels, 
and maintenance of "the safest 
possible reserves" of storablo com- 
modities.

segregation in public schools. 


Talmadge said Georgians have 
nsisted in letters and in personal 
calls that they would never ac- 
ept a court order ending segrega- 
.ion.

•caching him, Talmadge 
said, 


'there are not enough troops or 
police in the United States to en- 
'orce such an order.

They had two choices: withdraw, 
or be annihilated, the general said. 


"They wisely chose the former."

Col. Lewis (Chesty) Puller's First 
regiment Marines, who had cross- 
ed the river from near Yongdung- 
po suburb on the southwest, joined 
n the barrage from southwest city 
heights. 


Puller's regiment stormed across 
the brldgeless Han Sunday morn- 
ing near Yongdungpo. It bit deep-

Fresh Allied troops swarmed in- 


to tho second front beachhead, ad- 
ding power to the fight for Seoul 
and against Reds coming up in 
disorder from the old southeast 
beachhead. 


Airborne Unit Leads. 
An American airborne unit of 


2,400 men landed at Klmpo airfield 
northwest of Seoul Sunday after 
a quick ship trip from the United 
States to Japan. It was not Iden- 
tified. 
A hundred and fifty transport 
planes ferried the airborne infan- 
try—complete 
with 
battle 
kit— 


from Japan to Klrapo. 
Ships landed a fresh South Ko- 
rean division at Inchon, 22 miles 
west of Seoul.

860 permits so far this year and 
assessed valuations 
listed in the 


record books total $1,680,443. Of

Better than 80 per cent 
of the permits issued were for new 
residences.

Located below the Fortson Broth- 


ers' Gin at Rice, the 23-feet deep 
well has poisoned 11 persons—one 
fatally. 
Three-year-old 
Jeanene 


Leach daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
L Leach of Rice died; and six oth- 
er members of that family 
were 


hospitalized because of the poison- 
ed well, from where they got their 
water. Four other persons later be- 
came victims of the poison. That 
was early last month. 


Discovered In Time 


Tests made by a Department of 


Public Safety 
chemist 
revealed 


that arsanic was put into the well, 
Sheriff Castles announced. 


"There's no telling how many per- 


sons would have been poisoned a 
month or so later, said the sheriff. 
"Farmers bringing- their cotton to 
the gin always drink the well wa-" 
ter, and during dry summer days 
—when some of the wells at Rice 
go dry—the entire community uses 
the water. It's one of the best wells 
in the county." 


The ginning season hadn't start- 


ed when the Leach family became 
mysteriously ill. Source of the ill- 
ness was uncovered by the State 
Department of Health, which took 
samples from the well. 


Officers had said during their 


investigation that they hoped to 
avoid undue alarm or panic at Rice 
because of the case. Some citizens 
were becoming alarmed, in fear of 
having their own wells poisoned, it 
was reported. Texas Ranger R. L. 
Badgett and Castles had withheld 
information on their investigation 
Jntil it was virtually completed. 
They had suspicions that someone 
had poisoned the well, but they re- 
mained quiet until the laboratory 
tests backed them up. 


Thirty-three differernt tests were 
tiade at the gin well. Forty-nine 
:ests were made on other wells in 
:he community, but no poison was 
found in these. 


Seepage Eliminated 


A definite report that the well 


was poisoned came after an on- 
:he-spot analysis of the water and 
veil by Darwood 
Lollner, state 


chemist and toxicologist. Scrapings 
'rom the well's brick walls dis- 
ilosed the presence of arsenic near 
he well's opening. As tests were 
made deeper into the well, the ar- 
emc gradually disappered. 
And 


lone was present at the bottom, 
hus eliminating the seepage the- 
Ty which had been advanced. 


How the well was poisoned then 


lecame the big problem for the 
nvestigators to solve. The well ap- 
peared to be tightly sealed. It was 
overed with planks, over 
which 


ested a large piece of tin that 


small piece that fit snugly around 
the two pipes running; into the well. 
One pipe connected to 
a 
hand 


pump, the other to an electric 
pump. 


Ranger 
Badgett 
and 
Castles 


found their answer by lifting the 
pipe attached to the electric pump. 
It was easily lifted. As this was 
done, the snugly-fit piece of tin 
lifted also. This .revealed a large 
hole in the other tin piece and the 
planks, through which the pipe 
passed. It is the officers' opinion 
that this "lifting" method was used 
to dump the poison through the 
hole. 


No Motive Found 


No motive has been 
uncovered, 


and there are no suspects. 


The well has been used for 40 


years and always provided good wa- 
ter, reported J. B. Fortson, owner 
and operator of the gin. There was 
no poison stored near the gin or 
well at the time. 


Now that the accident-seepage 


theory has been ruled out, officers 
face this problem: 


Who did it? And why?
